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PENNSYLVANIA SUITS US 


Recently Mrs. Jean Foulke, a speaker for the 
Democratic 


State Committee, echoed several Cox speeches at a Democratic 
Rally here. 
According to Mrs. Foulke Ohio is the only state in 


the union for a man to live in and we are surprised that this 
estimable lady has stood the Keystone state so long. 


Before looking further into the compensation laws of Ohio 


and our own state we might correct another misstatement of the 
Democratic orators. 
One of them stated that the Federal De- 


partment of Labor was inaugurated under the Wilson adminis- 
tration. It was in reality established under the Republican ad- 
ministration of President Taft. 


Governor James M. Cox's recent speech in whHi he said a 


workman injured in a mill on the Pennsylvania-Ohio state line 
crawled into Ohio to be found so that he could get benefits of 
the Buckeye state compensation law rather than be found hurt 
in the Keystone state has been effectually "called" by Commis- 
sioner of Labor and Industry C. B. Connel'ley. Inciedntally, the 
Demacratie Presidential candidate appears to be keeping up his 
batting average for getting in wrong. 


Commissioner Connelley brought the matter to the attention 


of ex-Congressman James Francis Burke and other men promi- 
nent in the Republican national campaign and the Ohio Gover- 
nor has been given some information on compensation laws. Mr. 
Connelley in remarking upon the matter said Cox's story may 
'"sound well but does not reflect any credit upon the intelligence 
of the injured workman who figures in the 
story 
unless he I 


realized his injury would not prove serious or fatal."* 


If the man mentioned by Cox had died, for instance, at any 


time within 104 weeks, under the Ohio law his dependants would 
have received weekly compensation at the rate of $12 a week 
for a period of five years or a total of $3,750. 
If he had died 


sifter injury in Pennsylvania any time within 300 weeks from the 
date of the accident his dependents would have received the 
same weekly compensation, but for a much longer period. 
As- 


suming there was a wife and children, it would have been pos- 
sible for them to receive $8,200 as against $3,750 in Ohio. 
Fur- 


thermore, Pennsylvania, Mr. Connelly points out, is more liberal 
\ than Ohio in the periods of payment disabling accidents. 


< 
Ohio's compensation law was put on the books by a Repub- 


lican legislature two years before Cox was elected Governor of 
Ohio- Pennsylvania's law was enacted by Republicans four years 
later and in this state there has 
been paid in 
compensation 


since January 1, 1916 the enormous sum of over $22,600 000 of 
which more than $6,750,000 went to widows. 


The Ohio governor might have had the records in Connellcy'o 


office looked up by some of his Pennsylvania friends before he 
started that speech. 


We have always noticed that Pennsylvanians who migrate to 
Ohio-return here when a hard winter sets in.

Not long ago a mere slip of a girl, her hair disheveled and her delicate features dis- 


torted with pain, staggered up to the Clearfield Hospital and fainted in the doorway. She 
hadn't known of the bus line, and walked to the hospital all the way from the station.

|J"I cannot send you to a hospital for an operation when you haven't the money to 
pay for it." the doctor had said to her. "There is no hospital around here where opera- 
tions are preformed without chrrge." 


fj "But what—tell—me—what must I do?" the girl pleaded, with tears streaming 
down her cheeks. 


fjThe doctor studied a moment. And then--»"riltellyou,"he said. "I'll putyou-on a train 
and send you to the Clearfield Hospital, at Clearfield. It is a distinguished hospital, 
and they'll take care of you there." 


(| Thus it was that she came to Clearfield-and staggered up the steps of the little 
brick building which held forth her only hope. Did they take care of her there, as the 
doctor said they would? Yes—for five lone: weeks; five weeks on a cot in the corridor. 
The operation was performed; it was successful, and her life was saved. She was dis- 
charged from the hospital just a few days ago. It cost the hospital $75. 


|J The hospital authorities communicated with the doctor in the other county and asked him why he had 


sent the girl to the Clearfield Hospital. 


(j| "We'll, she had no money, and so there was nothing else to do with her," was his explanation. 


fj This story is but one of many similar incidents wherein the big, kindly, charitable hospital at the borough 


limits of Clearfield has ministered to needy humanity in distress.

PENNSYLVANIA SUITS US 


Recently Mrs. Jean Foulke, a speaker for the 
Democratic 


State Committee, echoed several Cox speeches at a Democratic 
Rally here. 
According to Mrs. Foulke Ohio is the only state in 


the union for a man to live in and we are surprised that this 
estimable lady has stood the Keystone state so long. 


Before looking further into the compensation laws of Ohio 


and our own state we might correct another misstatement of the 
Democratic orators. 
One of them stated that the Federal De- 


partment of Labor was inaugurated under the Wilson adminis- 
tration. It was in reality established under the Republican ad- 
ministration of President Taft. 


Governor James M. Cox's recent speech in whHi he said a 


workman injured in a mill on the Pennsylvania-Ohio state line 
crawled into Ohio to be found so that he could get benefits of 
the Buckeye state compensation law rather than be found hurt 
in the Keystone state has been effectually "called" by Commis- 
sioner of Labor and Industry C. B. Connel'ley. Inciedntally, the 
Demacratie Presidential candidate appears to be keeping up his 
batting average for getting in wrong. 


Commissioner Connelley brought the matter to the attention 


of ex-Congressman James Francis Burke and other men promi- 
nent in the Republican national campaign and the Ohio Gover- 
nor has been given some information on compensation laws. Mr. 
Connelley in remarking upon the matter said Cox's story may 
'"sound well but does not reflect any credit upon the intelligence 
of the injured workman who figures in the 
story 
unless he I 


realized his injury would not prove serious or fatal."* 


If the man mentioned by Cox had died, for instance, at any 


time within 104 weeks, under the Ohio law his dependants would 
have received weekly compensation at the rate of $12 a week 
for a period of five years or a total of $3,750. 
If he had died 


sifter injury in Pennsylvania any time within 300 weeks from the 
date of the accident his dependents would have received the 
same weekly compensation, but for a much longer period. 
As- 


suming there was a wife and children, it would have been pos- 
sible for them to receive $8,200 as against $3,750 in Ohio. 
Fur- 


thermore, Pennsylvania, Mr. Connelly points out, is more liberal 
\ than Ohio in the periods of payment disabling accidents. 


< 
Ohio's compensation law was put on the books by a Repub- 


lican legislature two years before Cox was elected Governor of 
Ohio- Pennsylvania's law was enacted by Republicans four years 
later and in this state there has 
been paid in 
compensation 


since January 1, 1916 the enormous sum of over $22,600 000 of 
which more than $6,750,000 went to widows. 


The Ohio governor might have had the records in Connellcy'o 


office looked up by some of his Pennsylvania friends before he 
started that speech.

|J"I cannot send you to a hospital for an operation when you haven't the money to 
pay for it." the doctor had said to her. "There is no hospital around here where opera- 
tions are preformed without chrrge." 


fj "But what—tell—me—what must I do?" the girl pleaded, with tears streaming 
down her cheeks. 


fjThe doctor studied a moment. And then-—"I'll tell you," he said. "I'll put you-on a train 
and send you to the Clearfield Hospital, at Clearfield. It is a distinguished hospital, 
and they'll take care of you there." 


(| Thus it was that she came to Clearfield-and staggered up the steps of the little 
brick building which held forth her only hope. Did they take care of her there, as the 
doctor said they would? Yes—for five lone: weeks; five weeks on a cot in the corridor. 
The operation was performed; it was successful, and her life was saved. She was dis- 
charged from the hospital just a few days ago. It cost the hospital $75. 


|J The hospital authorities communicated with the doctor in the other county and asked him why he had 


sent the girl to the Clearfield Hospital. 


(j| "We'll, she had no money, and so there was nothing else to do with her," was his explanation.
